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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to the abstract of the specification in the submission dated 1 1/6/06 
are acknowledged and accepted. In view of these amendments, the objections to the 
specification in Section 8 of the Office Action dated 8/2/06 are respectfully withdrawn. 

2. The amendments to Claim 1 in the submission dated 1 1/6/06 are acknowledged and 
accepted. In view of these amendments, the objections to the claims in Section 10 of the 
Office Action dated 8/2/06 are respectfully withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

3. The declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 132 filed 1 1/6/06 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of Claims 1 and 3 based upon 35 U.S.C. 103(a). In addition, Applicants' 
remarks on Pages 5-6 of the submission dated 1 1/6/06, have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejections of Claims 1, 3 in Section 12 of the Office Action dated 
8/2/06 have been withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reason that the cited art 
of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a roll of polyvinyl alcohol (PVA) film, as 
generally set forth in Claim 1, the roll including, in combination with the features recited 
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in Claim 1, the cylindrical core tube being made of a metallic material and having a 
surface roughness (Ra) of at most 100 |im, a roundness of 0.01 to 0.2 mm, and a 
cylindricality of 0.01 to 1 mm. Claim 3 is dependent on Claim 1, and hence is allowable 
for at least the same reasons Claim 1 is allowable.
